Resolutions Passed by the San Jose 
Convention. 


fhe Man who Murdered Broderick makes the 
Resolutions—Chinese Bosh—Deman4d 
Repeal of the Sunday Law. 


Associated Preas Dispatches.] 


San Jose, June 21.—The Convention 
was called to order at 10 K. u. 

The Committee on Credentials re- 
ported the San Francisco contest de- 
cided in favor of H. G. Platt. Report 
adopted, 

The Committee oa Vermanent Or- 
ganization pres ‘nteda report for Boggs 
for permanent President. The order 
of business was as follows: Selection 
of State Central Committee, by Con- 
vention; one from each Senatorial dis- 
trict and two from each Congressional 
district; nomination of officers as fol- 
lows: Governor. Lieutenant-Governor, 
two Justices of the Supreme Court, two 
Congressmen-at-Large and other State 
officers. The report recommends that 
Railroad Commissioners, Congressmen 
and members of the State Board of 
Equalization be selected by the respect- 
ive district delegations at their pleas- 
ure. Report adopted. 


THE PLATFORM. 


The Democracy of the Siate of Cali- 
fornia, as represented in Convention, 
hereby declare, that with unshaken 
fuith in the soundness of the constitu- 
tional principles and traditions of the 
Democratic party, as illustrated by the 
teachings and example of a big line of 
Democratic statesmen and patriots, and 
expressed in the platform of the last 
Presidential Convention of the party, 
we pledge ourselves to maintain these 
principles, and to labor to make 
them ramount in the administra- 
tion of the State and Gencral Govern- 
ment. 

Resolved, That the Democratic party 
of California tenders its thanks to the 
Democracy of the Union for a long, 
earnest and partially successful strug— 
le, through the Democratic Congress- 
men, with a hostile Republican ad - 
miaistration again-t Chinesei immigra- 
tion in behalf of the highest interests 
of the people of this Coast. Such ac- 
tion again illustrates the fidelity of the 
party’s pledges given to the people in 
the platform of the successive presi- 
dential conventions. Again recognizes 
that the people of each locality are the 
best judges of their own wants and 
necessities, and again declares the 
great doctrine that it is the duty of 
the general government to heed their 
complaints and to extend its strong 
arm for their protection. 

Resvived, That the Democratic party 
of California recognizes, with the high- 
est approbation, the prompt and deter- 
mined movement in their behalf made 
by the workingmen of the Eastern 
States (notably of Pennsylvania) in 
presenting the anenace of a free people 
ns an irresistible power against the 
combined efforts of vast corporations 
and the monopolists of the Chinese 
trade, who, inthe name of the brother- 


hood of man and under the cloak 
of universal charity, were endea- 
voring to thwart every effort 
made in behalf of the per- 


manent existence of the white man in 
California; and we recognize the inter- 
ests of white labor everywhere as in 
full alignment with the advancing 
mivement of the Democracy of the 
Union in its purpose to save the heri- 
tage we have a right to enjoy, from 
the merciless savages of the Asiatic 
pests who have already captured many 
of our best industries, impoverished | 
thousands of our people, drawn large 
numbers into debauchery and crime, 
and almost excluded Eastern and 
European immigration. 

Resolved, That the Chinese now in 
California are an unmixed curse to this 
people, their presence an ever increas- 
ing evil, reaching to blast every avenue 
of labor and every branch of trade; 
that they are, and so long as they re- 
main will continue to be, un jusur- 
mountable barrier in the pathway of 
California towards the high destiny for 
which nature has so amply equipped 
her; that in view of this condition, we 
cont. lently appeal to the Democracy 
of the Union for our deliverance, and 
claim, as one of the first duties of the 
party, that at the next Presidential 
Convention of the Democracy it shall 
declare the doctrine of self-preserva- 
tion as the highest law of nature 
ead of nations upon this subject, as 
upon all others; and the Government 
of the United States, then placed un- 
der Democratic administration, will 
indicate iis just appreciation of the 
imperious necessities Of the people of 
California by providing such certain 
und special means as may be deemed 


most just and proper for the removal“ 


of every Mongolian from this country; 
and to the accomplishment of this end 
we hereby pledge to the people our 
earnest and persistent efforts, inviting 
every citizen of this State who has the 
commonwealth at heart, whatever his 
present or previous political atliliation, 
to lend us the aid of his personai sup- 
pert, as a freeman, towards st: ength- 
ening the right arm of the Democratic 
party of the Union, whose fidelity has 
wen proved, for the early and perfect 
accomplishment of this great work. 

Resvived, That the constant pretense 
of the R-publican party organizations 
and of the Republican leaders in Cali- 
fornia and in the Eastern States, that 
the “ten-year law“ has taken the Chi- 
nese que tion from the arena of politi- 
eal issuc, is deveptive in purpose, and 
will ever be false in fact so long as the 
Chinese remain in this country. 

Resuleed, That the Democratic party, 
inheriting the doctrines of Jefferson 
and Jackson, hereby declares for un- 
qualified enmity to all sumptuary leyis- 
lation regarding all such exercises of 
tne law-making power, as against the 
just objects of free government, and 
that all laws intended to restrain or di- 
rect a free aud full exercise, by any 
citizen of his own religious and politi- 
cal opinions, so long as he leaves others 
to enjoy their rights unmolested, are 
anti-Deniocratic and hostile -to the 
principles and traditions of the party, 
create pnuccessary antagonisms, can- 
not be enforced, and are violatious_ of 
the spirit of Republican government ; 
and we will oppose the enactment of 
all such laws and demand the repeal of 
those now existing. 

Resolved, That the railroad fares and 
freights should be materially reduced, 
discriminations in favor of localities or 
persons should be prohibited and we 
condemn the majority of the Railroad 
Commissioners of this State for their 
faithlessness in the discharge of their 


official duties. The nominees of the 
Democratic party will, if elected, carry 
out in letter and spirit the declarations 
of this resolution, and relieve the peo- 
ple, to the extent of their jurisdiction, 
rom the exactions and injustice now 
practiced with impunity by the rail- 
road company. 

Resolved, That most speedy and ef- 
—— measures should be taken to 

1 the railroad corporations of 
Cali ornia to pay theirtuxes. No com- 
promise should be made. The prop- 
erty of every corporation, as well as 
that of every individual, should be as- 
sessed at its own value, and the pay- 
ment of the resulting tax strictly and 
impartially enforced. 

Resolved, That all railroad land 
grants, forfeited by reason of non-ful- 
tillment of contracts, should be imme- 
diately revoked by the goveroment, 
and that henceforth the domain be re- 
served exclusively as homes for actual 
settlers. 

Resolved, ‘That the Democratic party 
declares its unalterable purpose to re- 
strain all private and public corpora- 
tions within the exact letter of their 
lawful powers, to prevent any and all 
imposition upon individuals or the 

ublic, whoever may attempt the same 
— the features of “Lawful Right,” 
or in the arrogance of accumulated 
money power, and favors the referring 
and eoactment of all ncedful legislation 
towards this end. 

Resolved, That the rivers and harbors 
of this State belong to the people, and 
that it is the duty of the Federal Gov- 
ernment to protect them from destruc- 
tion and to improve them from time 
to time, so as to keep them forever 
open as channels. 

Resolved, Recognizing the fact that 
much of the corruption in politics reg 
sults from the enormous patronage in 
the hands of the President of the Uni- 
ted States, and its unscrupulous use in 
carrying clections and maintaining the 
party in power, and that so long as 
the temptation exists, the — 
will be so used, thereby degrading 
party contests to the deb. ising level of 
a mere scramble for the petty offices 
inthe gift of the Executive Depart- 
ment, the Democratic party of the 
State of California announces itself as 
in favor of a reform of the civil ser- 
vice of the country, upon principles 
similar to those proposed in the bill 
introduced in the Senate of the United 
States by Senator Pendleton, of Ohio. 

Resolved, That the Democratic party 
of California denounce; the efforts 
made by Republican and State clee— 
tors, contrary to the Constitution and 
laws of this State, to use the State 
University of California in the inter- 
ests of the Republican party. 

D. S. Terry, Chairman. 
The report requires all balloting to 
be viva voce; and when the vote of 
uny Gelegate or delegation is cust and 
recorded, such vote is not to be 
changed upon that ballot. 
The clause in the platform relative 
to the Sunday law called out a hot de- 
bate. Outram of Alameda and Whip- 
ple of Sonoma favored the law. Terry, 
Flournoy, Brady of Fresno, and Oulla- 
han of San Joaquin favored repeal. 
Holloway and White, of Los Angeles, 
and Morchouse, of Monterey, w wanted 
to refer to a committee. The vote on 
motion to strike out the clause was 
lost —167 ayes, 280 noes, and the plank 
was adopted. 

MUST ENDORSE, 
All candidates, other than judicial, 
who ure present in Sau Jose, are to 
appear before ballot on their nomina- 
ion and endorse the platform and res- 
olutions of the convention. 
The permanent Vice-Presideuts are: 
J. C. Martin, Nites Searles, J. H. Budd, 
J. De Barth Shorb and T. B. Bishop: 
Secretary, E. F. Smith. 
David 8. Terry, Chairman of the 
Committee, reported the resolutions. 
FARES AND FREIGHTS, 


Fowler off>red a plank requiring the 
Commissioners to reduce 
freights and fares twenty per cent, and 
retain such reduction during their term 
of office. Terry said he would support 
the resolution if the wording should be 
changed to make a reduction in 
present tariff, aggregating twenty per 
cent. 

Martin, of Alameda, presented a mi- 
nority report as an addition to the ma- 
jority report. It required that each 
candidate for Railroad Commissioner 
shall pledge himself to reduce railroad 
tariffs at least fifteen per cent. after his 
election. 

There is seme prospect of nomina- 
tions being reached to-day. Not much 
change in the situation. The Iearst 
managers seem to be growing more 
contident of his nomin: ition, but they 
do not regard the rule against: chal- 
lenging votes in his favor, 


More Coolies. 
San Francisco, June 21.—The steam- 
ship City of Tokio, which arrived here 
last night from long Kong, brought 
1,070 Coolies. The steamer is placed 
temporarily in quarantine until the 
passengers can be examined,

The Rodgers at Port Townsend. 

Port Townsenp, W. T, June 21— 
The revenue cutter Corwin arrived this 
morning from St. Lawrence Bay via 
Sitka, with Master Waring, Ensign 
Storey, Engineer Zare, Drs. Jones and 
Castillo and tw enty-scven pétty oflicers 
und seamen of the late U. S. ship 
Rodgers. Commander Terry and En- 
sign ~ Aunt, of the Rodgers, started from 
the St. Lawrence Bay on the 19th of 
February to make their way overland 
through Siberia to join Melville. The 
Corwin arrived at St. Lawrence Bay 
May 14th, and met the steam. whaler 
North Star with the Rodgers’ crew on 
board bound for Ounalska. The 
Rodgers party were transferred to the 
Corwin, and the North Star resumed 
her cruise to the Arctic. The Rodgers 
men sufferred severely for want of food 
during their detention at St. Lawrence 
Bay and a few of the men are suffer- 
ing withscurvy. With that exception 
the officers and men on the Corwin are 
hearty and well. Master Putman, of 
the Rodgers was lost while in winter 
quarters. He was carried away on an 
ice floe. The fire on the Rodgers was 
caused by the spontaneous combustion 
of coal. {t spread with great rapidity, 
and but few supplies of either clothing 
or provisions were saved from the 
burning ship.

‘SAN DIEGO AND RAILROAD NOTES.

From a gentleman who is familiar 
with railroad affairs and has just come 
up from San Diego, we learn that the 
present terminus of the California 
Southern railroad is now within eight 
miles of Riverside, making 110 miles 
of the road now completed from San 
Diego. Work has been stopped tem- 
porarily on account of the non arrival 
of material, the last few miles be- 
ing laid with rails taken up from un- 
used side-tracks and switches. Four 
vessels, with aggregate cargoes of 
steel rails sufficient to lay sixty miles 
of track, have sailed for the port of 
San Diego; all but one are over due 
and their arrival is axiously looked for 
by the citizens of that hopeful city. 
Fears are entertained that at least two 
of the vessels have been lost, as it is 
fourteen months since they sailed 
from Newport, England. There is a 
daily “mixed” train each way between 
San Diego and the terminus, at which 
point the stage from Colton counccts 
with the train, which carries a respect- 
able number of passengers daily. Our 
informant reports everything very quict 
at San Diego, business and business 
men being in a state of suspense, a 
condition of affairs which will continue 
until one or more of the long-looked- 
for vessels arrives and railroad opera- 
tions begin again. The fact that the 
California Southern Company contin- 
ues to make improvements of a perma- 
nent character and is still purchasing 
and receiving costly machinery aad 
rolling stock, is generally accepted as 
satisfactory evidence that no ‘pooling 
of issues“ with the Southern Pacilic is 
contemplated.

What Our Correspondent thinks of 
the Hay and Grain Crops. 


Enron Times: Notwithstanding the 
frequent reports of newspapers and 
newspaper correspondents of big 
crops ’’ of hay in their respective locali- 
ties, the price of that article of feed bids 
fair to reach n very high figure before 
the next crop is harvested, The fact is 
that some fields in every locality turned 
out well, while a great many turned out 
indifferent or very bad. Grain is held 


atsuch a high figure that people will 
feed less grain and more hay. It is 
contrary to reason to suppose that one 
of these commodities should be high, 
while the other was low. Farmers fore- 
saw that hay would command a good 
price, and many a field that would have 
threshed out well was ent for hay, and 
nearly all who are able are holding over 
their crop. It would not be a bad in- 
vestment for a person havinga few hun- 
dred doilars to invest to buy hay at 
prices (alfalfa $8 and barley $10 
to $13 per ton), and hold over until 
winter or spring. Hay and grain is 
going to surprise people this year.

Entron Times: This morning, having 
more leisure than wealth, we procured 
a horse and saddle and essayed to take 
a jaunt into the country in the interest 
of the Minnon and our own interest. We 


galloped over dusty roads and across 


grain fields—I mean the horse did—in 
the direction of Tustin. We talked— 
now I mean myself—to farmers and 
fruit growers, many of whom are enthu- 
siastic as to their prospects and possi- 
bilities. 

The fruit outlook is good, While hay, 
corn, etc., will be average. 

Mr. A. Goodwin, recently from San 
Joaquin county, has a snug little home 
near Tustin; has also a large ranch ten 
miles from Stockton, and still another 
ranch and cheese factory five miles west 
of Santa Ana. Mr. Goodwin is a thor- 
ough gentleman, and takes the Mirror. 

Mr. Newell, who lives just east of 
Tustin, has a neat cottage home and 
fruit orchard. His trees are young, but 
growing finely. He also takes the 
Mrrror. 

Mr. Z. O. Fields came here four years 
ago with little or no capital, and now 
has a home of which he may justly be 
proud. Mr. Fields showed the writer a 
strawberry bed about forty feet square, 
off of which he has sold this season 
twenty dollars’ worth of berries, besides 
plentifully supplying his own table. He 
picked twenty-eight pounds of fine ber- 
ries at one picking. The plants are 
still bearing. I was also shown by the 
same gentleman blackberries, the young 
growth of which has shot up seven or 
eight feet in two months, and an apricot 
tree of the Early Woods variety which 
is three inches in diameter with a fine 
large top, and has grown to that size in 
two years. Mr. Fields has a modest 
little home, a contented family, and 
takes the Minnon. In fact it is surpris- 
ing, the number of people who subscribe 
for the Werxiy Mirror. Many who do 
not subscribe say they need the paper, 
and all say they like it. I found but one 
man who took exceptions to it, and his 
only fault was some little joke that ap- 
peared in the paper some time ago and 
was credited to an exchange. 

A gentleman from Missouri gave the 
writer his opinion of the value of real 
estate here as compared with lands in 
the East. He claims that ten acres of 
land here, with the same labor and cap- 
ital expended, other things being equal, 
will produce as much as two hundred 
acres in some of the Western States. 
And to bear out his statement he showed 
usa piece of alfalfa which is yielding 
two and a half tons to the acre. This 
is the second crop this year, and he ex- 
— to cut three more crops at least 

fore the year is ended. 

In the afternoon we headed toward 
the section of country southwest of 
Santa Ana, familiarly known as The 
Swamp.“ Here we find a different 
country altogether: the land is lower 
and streams of water, tlowing from ar- 
tesian wells, keep vegetation green and 
growing. Fine crops of corn aud pump- 
kins and potatoes and alfalfa may be 
seen all around. No better prospect 
for crops have I seen in years than I 
saw to-day in the swamp. No orange 
or lemon trees are seen here; but in- 
stead are extensive orchards of apples, 
peaches, pears and apricots. Grapes 
grow and bear well in these low lands, 
but will not mature, hence they are not 
cultivated. 

To finish this article, and to give your 
readers the benefit of our experience, 
we will tell them how to get over a 
barbed wire fence. The recipe is our 
own; we made it, hence we charge 
nothing for it: Seeing some hay-makers 
in a field near by, we hitched our horse 
to a eue'yptus tree, climbed a boa d 
fence and started for the field. We 
hadn’t gone far when we ran against, 
approached, or otherwise came near to, 
a barbed wire fénce. We stopped short, 
like grandfather's clock, but not to 
never go again. 

The wires were just a little too high 
to step over, just a little too low to 
crawl under, and justa little too close 
together to get between them. That is 
why we stopped. We stood still a min- 
ute to collect our tlLoughts. We looked 
at the barbed wires iu front of us, we 
looked up the fence to the right, we 
looked down the fence to our left. In 
this, like most other things, distance 
lent enchantment to the view. I thought 
I saw a good place to get over about 
fifty yards up tg the right. I went, but 
the same barbed wires stared me in the 
face. Then I went a hundred yards 
down to the left, bat the wires were 
there ahead of me. I turned and went 
to the right again to the place of begin- 
ning, as it were. By this time I was 
getting desperate. I put my hands on 
top of a post and thought in a very 
loud way that I would spring over, 
wires, barbs, and all. I sprang; just 
high enough for the bottom of my right 
pants leg to catch on the barbs of the 
topmost wire. I might have hung my- 
self, but I didn’t. Thanks to the pants 
leg it ripped and I went down. I made 
another spring, and this time my left 
pants leg caught on the wires. It rig- 
ped also, and the second time I was 
saved from committing suicide feet 
foremost. I suspended operations for 
awhile to consider. I thought of the 
various ways to overcome difficulties, 
but as I had signally failed in many 
ways to overcome this one, I concluded 
to ‘‘undercome’’ it. So I descended a 
la serpent, and wiggled under, coming 
out on the opposite side with no 
injuries except a rent a foot long in the 
back of my linen duster. 

Recipe: The best way to get over a 
berbed wire fence is to crawl under it.
